Mayer apparently 
attem pted ’to spur Rhcketts in the 
back and then shoved him off with 
his feet. Upon regaining his feet, 
Mayer seized a club, larger than the 
one either man had had before. He 
landed two blows on R ic je tt’s head. 
’Ricketts Crouched and Fired,

It 
was near Mayer’s right breast. May­

The problem of the Pacific, aa 
the 40 years old controversy be­ 
tween Peru and Chile is known, has 
been considered the most grave, if 
not the only, menace of war in South. 
America. It brought about at one 
time the severance of diplomatic 
and even consular relations between 
those countries and has been the 
cause of a costly “armed peace,*’ not 
only for Peru and Chile, but as a 
result, for their neighboring coun­ 
tries, Argentine, Bolivia and Ecua­ 
dor. It has concerned the United 
states also for it involves trouble 
for the American interest's which 
have been more and more engaged 
in important commercial enterprises 
In both countries. 
The J isputed territory of Tacna 
and Arica comprises about 6,000 
square miles with a population of 
about 45,000. There is little farm­ 
ing, no manufacturing and but lit­ 
tle mining interests other than ni­ 
trate. 
Briefly stated the case is this: 
The treaty of Ancon of 1884, which 
put an end to the war of the Pacific 
between Peru and Chile, stipulated 
the cession to Chile of the Peru­ 
vian province of Tarapac* in perpe­ 
tuity and cession of tho provinces 
of Tacna and Ana for ten years, 
at the expiration of whicn a .ilecis- 
cite was to have been held to de­

(By the Associated Press) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla.— A re­ 
clamation project

thousands of citizens of Oklahoma 
would be rescued from chronic ma­ 
laria and 
thousands of acres of 
swamp land drained, is now in its 
preliminary stages with actual work 
expected to begin this summer, ac­ 
cording to an announcement of Dr. 
A. R. Lewis, state health commis­ 
sioner, who is active in promoting 
the project. 
Parts of four counties in south­ 
-eastern Oklahoma, 
where swamp­ 
land s exist and malaria is preva­ 
lent, are to be cleaned up through 
the united efforts of county officials, 
city authorities, private citizens and 
corporations holding interests in the 
district, the state health department 
and the Rockefeller foundation of­ 
ficials. The counties in which the 
areas are located are Choctaw, Mc­ 
Curtain, Bryan and Leflore. 
J. E. McAfee, community co u n ci­ 
lor for the University of Oklahoma, 
is this week making a tour of the 
counties embraced in 
the 
project 
with a view to learning what can 
be expected from the various part­ 
ies to the program. Dr. Lewis had 
planned to make the trip also, but 
was unable to do so on account of 
other business. Mr. McAfee will sub­ 
mit a report to Dr. Lewis upon com­ 
pletion of the canvass. 
Details of the campaign against 
disease in the various districts have 
not been completed, but the first 
move is to be the elimination of 
thousands of 
acres 
of 
stagnant 
swamp water which affords a breed­ 
ing place for mosquitoes. To do this 
a corps of engineers will be engag­ 
ed who will construct drainage ca­ 
nals. This will not only do away 
With the principal cause of malaria, 
it was pointed out, but will also re­ 
claim much land that is now use­ 
less. 
Drainage Then Drugs.
